cherish freedom.” 


Entire Accord 


Mr Dulles, questioned nbout 
possible reduction of Nationallst 
forces on Quemoy, sald it was 
primarily a matter for the He- 
public of China to decide and 
the United States did not have 
a policy at all on the problem. 


The Scerctary of State sald 
he thought most of the United 
States Allies, and indeed all 
he had talked to. bpd been in 
an entire’ oocord wit - the 
Poalion’ which the United 
States had taken with regard 
to the offshore islands — o 
Posiifon of strength and re- 
soluteness in not giving in. 


The United States did not 
intend to agree to provocative 
acts from these islands, 


At one point in the press 
conference Mr Dulles referred 
to the Chinese Communists as 
very. shifty people and said he 
was not certain how much 
relance was to be placed on 
their word,

Though he smiled frequently, 
Chiang who was dressed In 3

flected his frustration that’ the 
West failed. to appreciate the

To, my question whether he 
would prefer to go down fight- 
ing or ogree to the creation of 
two Chinas, he replied; “I want 
1o explain that as far as we are 
concerned, we have every reason 
to be confident we will succeed 
in our efforts to” recover the 
mainland. 


“That may come sooncr than 
many people expect, It may 
not seem casily achtoved in tha 
eyes of the Western public, but 
we feel it ts a_ practicable, 
Tealisiic proposition well within 
the possibillty of altainment.” 

Again, discussing the fact that 
the Communists, os always, scem 
to have the initiative, he’ said:

HIDDEN SOLDIERS 


GUARD THE VILLA 
By RICHARD BERRY 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, one-time leader of 
all China, one-time Commander of the Chinese 
Armies, is nearing the end of one of the world’s 
most frustrated political careers. 


Baulked throughout his life 
at nearly every political turn, 
frounced by the armies of his 
encniics, and finally turned out 
of the country of his birth, he is 
today a hollow force, a general 
with little real power to his 
nine, 


STUDIES THE BIBLE 
The 70-year-old generalissine 
—he will be 71 at the ond of 
this month — Hves ina large 
white villa on Formosa (one of 
four he owns), sheltered by tall 
mountains — and suarded .by 
scores of hidden soldiers, 

Today, he spends most of hts 
time meditating, lying in sulphur 
baths fed by a bamboo pipeline 
from the hills, or studying his 
well-marked Bible, 

‘Quiet, and reserved almost to 
the point of seclusion, he lets hls

beautiful (and third) wife, 56- 
year-old Mayliny, Soong, enter- 
tain the guests —- usally Asnerl- 

and Formosan 
Cabinet Ministers — and seldom 
speaks officially. 

Chiang Kai-Shek was bern in 
1687, the son of wu poyerly- 
stricken peasant scroping out an 
existence in Chekiang Province. 
He grew up under the Manchu 
Dynasty, at lime of polltical 
awakening among the people. 

The young Chiang wen his 
place in a military academy and, 
diy 1906, was sent to Japan jor 
speclal military training. ‘There 
he met Dr Sun Yat-Sen, Father 
of Modern China and today a 
national saint. 

Dr Sun's idea was a liberal 
democracy in China, freed of the 
Manchu tradition but dedicated 
to ancient moral principles. 


CHIEF OF STAFF 


The Manchus did: cventually 
fall, and Dr Sun's Kuomintang 
took over, The young Chiang, 
Qired- with moral fervour, proved 
himeelf.in the uprising, and was

But where both Dr Sun and 
Chiong went wrong was in 
ignoring China's biggest n 
ro sound economic . and 
sociological foundation, The 
Kuomintang, morally perfect in 
its ideals but politically locking, 
was soon filling up with 
politiclans of every kind. They 
included local “warlorde” who 
busily used their'new power to 
set up feudal holdings, 

Dr Sun resigned in favour of 
Yuan Shih-kal, who at the time 
controlled much of North China. 
But Yuan, too, failed. In 1916, 
he was defeated in an abortive 
bid (o proclaim himscl{ Empcror, 
and Dr, Sun _ Chinng moe 
to Canton, where com- 
centrated on consolidating South 
China, 


SENT TO RUSSIA 
Five years later, Dr Sun ogaln 
tried to rescue hia regime from 
the fire. But again he was 
driven out, and he and .Chiang 
were forced to ee Febide in 
enghot. In 1023, however, 
a Shin squeezed back -with 
Uailted power, and Chiang was 


“ 


sent off to Russia to sign up 
their powerful dacking: 

On his return, Chiang 
arranged a collaboration between 
the .Cemmunists ond tho 
Kuomintang. The cbject: to get 
rid of the powerful warlords, For 
the next three ycars, he trained 
his army. Between 1920 and 
1928 it marched north and 
succecded in unifying nearly all 
China, 

Then Chiang, now almost 
titular head of the government 
{after Dr Sun’s death: in 1925), 
tunied on the Communists, the 
result of which wis merely an- 
other political split, For the 
Communists, in fact, had been 
operating: an independent 
Government in Hankow. 

Hamstrunyt by powerful 
opposition, Chiang again turned 
moralistic, launching a full- 


scale "New Life Movement” in 
1934—a curious potpourrl of 
Methedism (to which -he had 
converted by his, wife) and Con- 
fuclanism. But’ Sthad litle 
effect. : 

KIDNAPPED 

Two year later, Chiang 
abandoned the new movement 
and leapt back into the fray. 
His name still held power, and 
one of his generals, Chang 
Hsuch-lieng, kidnapped him in 
a bid to persuade him to come 
fo tkrms with the _Ccommunists 
so that a united China “could 
declare war ugainst Japan. 

Chinng did eventually reach 
agreement with the Communists, 
but the Japanese hud moved be- 
fore the new unity could take 
eifect, 

In 1937, afler the fall of 
Nanking, Chiang assumed direct 
control of the anmy, established 
amititary government with him- 
self as.head, and threw up 
defences. which Justed until the 
Second World War. 

But, at this time, Chiang was 
nobody's fricud. He alicnated 
the Americuns, caused general 
embarrassment: by claiming 
“command of Siam ‘and Indo- 
Chine” and, at the 1949 Calro 
conference with ‘Churchill and 
Roosevelt, behaved “lke Hitler,” 
according to reports of some of 
the Allied aides. . 

OUT OF TOUCH 

Chaing’s trouble was that he 
was sill] out of touch with the 
modern world. For even thon 
far from his urmy-trained mind. 
the importance of economics was 
far from his army-trained mind. 

The war ended with yet ao 
further split with the Com- 
munists, The struggle con- 
finucd, ond the Communis's 
solidified thelr government. 
Meanwhile, Chiang grew weaker 
politicnlly, and_found he could 
rot stem the flow of corruption 
through his ranks, In 1950, he 
wan expelled from the mainlend, 

Chiang’ life has been. an 
jbortive, long-lasting struggle 
for Right as be sees lt. But he 
hag always been a hundrod per 
cent soldier, never a reat politl- 
clan, :

Lessons 


What criminal folly, what futile 
self-deception to imagine that this un- 
Christlike Christian priest, thé man who 
has directed and encouraged murder, is 
cupable of a genuine change of heart. 

Again, in the words of Sir Hugh 
Foot, we must rid the island of Cyprus 
of hatred and fear—but how? 

These are the lessons I belleye we 
can learn from the blood of our soldiers’ 
wives: 

EVEN those misguided people who 

Nike to belleve every lying tale 
about their fellow - countrymen, 
especially if they happen to wear the 
Queen's uniform, have expressed thelr 
dizgust at this latest brutal crime,

But to carry conviction that not 
even such outrages ny this will deter 
us from our duty, we must ALWAYS 
react together. We must refuse to be 
misled by the would-be uppeasers, the 
philhellenes, and the doctrinaire ad- 
vocates of outworn political theories 
... tnd the plous hopes of those who 
think that leopards do change their 
spots. 

And what of the security 
forces in this matter — those 
who face danger day by day and 
carry the burden? The young 
soldier and airman on patrol, 
the policeman on his beat? They 
must be assured of our con- 


fidence and support, 

Indisclpling in the Armed Forces 
and police in Cyprus has been ex- 
tremely rare—in spite of the most 


severe provocation. The malntenance 
of discipline ond the punishment of 
offenders are the responsibility of the 
military and police chiefs on the spot 
» . and the law officers of the Crown 
. . not of casual visitors to the island. 
Tam certain the men in command 
in Cyprus willl never consent to any 
shielding; and that discipline will 
always be strictly enforced. 
Equally there must be NO bungling 
or weakness In this bringing 
of criminals to justice. 


As much for the soldiers and 
policemen, who risk their lives 
to enforce the. law, as for the 
general public, justice must be 
seen to be done.

WE MUST also refuse to mislend 

the rest of the world, which for 
better or for worse, fs taking so actlve 
an interest In Cyprus. 


It is imperative to make It clear 
that in our bellef a Insting settlement 
of the Cyprus dispute can only be 
achieved with the support of Greece 
and Turkey; that only in lhe context of 
the British Government's idea of parte 
tiership between British, Greek, and 
Turks, inside and outside the Island, 
can real peace be found, 

We must. stand) firm on thes 
principles.

THE TIME has come, as [ feared 

it might, when absolute priority 
must again be given to the enforcement 
of law and order, as I had to do after 
Archbishop Makarios had been deported 
in March 1956. 

Most important of all are measures 
to discipline the Greck-Cyprlot youths, 
This can only be done through the 
Greek secondary schools, for which the 
Government must acccpt incrensing 
responsibility and eventually establish 
control.
